Kampala, Oct. 21. 
Objections {o plans for the 
ceremonin! installation of 
the new. Aga Khan in 
Kampala on Friday were 
rained today by Bugan- 
da’s native Government. 


A. statement ‘from the 
Buganda Government head 
quarters sald: 


“Nobcdy but the Kabaka of 
Buganda can be crowned and 
enthroned in Buganda, other 
thon in a house of worship.” 

The statement added that the 
Bupanda Gevernment had sug~ 
gested to the Jocal Ismatlt 
Mesiem. community that the 
Snstallation of the Aga Khan 
should be carried out In their 
mosque in Kampala, not in 
Neklvubo Stadium, Uganda's 
largest tports arena, 

The new Aya Khon, 20-yeor- 
old Prince Karim, was installed 
as spivitum Ieader of the 20 
millicn-strong Ismaili mosiem 
stct i Dar-cs-Sataam, Tangon- 
yika, on Saturday. 

This afternoon Mr Michael 
Curtis, personal aide to the 
Aga Khan, made the following 
statenent on his behalf: 


ASSURANCE 


“Y deeply regret any mise 
understandings which may have 
orlsen. . with) = the * Bughnda 
Government over the nature 
of the ceremony jn Kampala to 
celebrate my secession to the 
fmamate. 

"L can assure them and the 
peopie of Bugando that my

“) appreciate, however, that 
the installation ceremony might 
conflict wilh Buganda customs 
if Jt were held: in a public 
place.” 

‘Adding that he was “most 
grateful for the Buganda Gov- 
ernment’s suggestion that — the 
instillation ceremony should be 
held in the Aga Khia Mosque 
dn Kampala, the Aga Khan an- 
nounced that the “entire cere- 
mony” would be held there.
